HINTS FOR FARMERS 


The Dairy Barn. 
The floor of any cow barn should 
be of cement in order to be absolute* 
ly sanitary. 
Many authorities advo­ 
cate coveting the cement directly un­ 
der the cow with wood so as to do 
iway with the coldness of the cement, 
which is undoubtedly a liberal con­ 
ductor of both heat and cold. 
An excellent plan is to have a shed 
labout thirty-seven feet wide, facing 
Fthe cows outward. This width permits 
>a flve foot alleyway in front of each 
jcow, with a cement manger or cement 
rfeedtng floor two feet six *lnches and 
{Standing space of about four feet ten 
ilnches to flve feet, with gutters four- 
•teen to eighteen Inches wide, the re­ 
maining space being left for a drive­ 
way or alley behind the cows. 
This 
gives plenty of room to drive a wagon 
jthrougb, if desired, or to run a litter 
carrier.

Few name the denomination 
of the money on which they desire to 
test their strength, perhaps believing 
th at their lifting powers would make 
them wealthy no m atter w hat kind of 
money the} lifted. 
If they were asked how much they 
could lift in silver or small bills the 
m ajority probably would name some 
fabulous 
sum 
which 
investigation 
would show several men could not 
budge. 
In gold or in paper money of 
large denoi 1 nations the ordinary In­ 
dividual would be able to lift a fair 
sized fortune, but to win a million by 
lifting It in anything less than twenty 
dollar bills would need the strength 
of a veritable Sundow. 
An official of the subtreasury who is 
Interested in odd statistics In his de­ 
partm ent was nsked how much money 
the average man could lift in the vari­ 
ous denominations of gold, silver anti 
paper. 
“ Well,” he replied, “a man could 
make money on that proposition if he 
could get hold of paper money of large 
denominations, but on the smaller bills, 
silver and gold he would not be u 
millionaire by any moans. 
“The weight of money Is very de­ 
ceptive. 
For instance, a young man, 
a friend of mine, came in to see me 
one day with his fiancee. 
1 was show­ 
ing them through my departm ent and 
asked my friend if he thought the 
young woman was worth her weight 
in gold. He did think so. most em phat­ 
ically, and after ascertaining th at her 
w eight was one 107 jsmnds we fig­ 
ured that she would be worth In gold 
coin 
exactly 
$28,047. 
Her 
fiancee 
thought that would be pretty cheap. 
“ Perhaps more people are deceived 
on the weight of paper money than on 
the metals. 
Now, how mauy one dol­ 
lar hills do you think would he neces­ 
sary to weigh as much us a five dol 
lar gold piece?” 
Fifty was ventured as a guess, and 
the statistician laughed. 
“ I have had guesses on that all the 
way from ,T0 to 500,” he said, “and 
some of them from men who have 
handled money for years. 
As a m at­ 
ter of fact 
with a five dollar gold 
piece In nnt scale you would have to 
put nhotit six and a half bills in the 
other to balance it.” 
lie produced figures to prove that a 
five dollar gold piece weighed two 
hundred ami ninety-six thousandths of 
au ounce avoirdupois. 
An employee 
who makes the new bills up in pack­ 
ages of 100 each said that a hundred 
bills weight'd f«>ur and one-half ounces 
That would make one bill weigh forty- 
five thousandths of an ounce, and be­ 
tween six and seven would balance 
the gold piece. 
Figures on the lifting proposition 
were furnished frotn the departm ent 
where the money is weighed ip bags 
as standards. 
Tin* standard amount 
for gold coin, $3,000, weighs eighteen 
and a half pounds. 
Five hundred sil­ 
ver dollars weigh thirty-five and a half 
pounds, and $200 in half dollars, or 
400 coins, w°ighs eleven pounds. T ak­ 
ing 200 pot ids as a good lift for an 
average man. these results were ob­ 
tained:

‘Yes. I can. 
Do you 
w ant anything else?* ‘You might bring 
some milk along If you have any,' 
aud so on. 
That the conversation is 
correctly Interpreted is presently con­ 
firmed by the arrival of the inule and 
the milk, and the distance that sepa­ 
rated the parties to the dialogue turns 
out to be about three miles. 
“ Ix)ng notes and short notes, rising 
and falling tones, go to make this m ar­ 
velous means of communication. 
No 
record is to be found of its origin or 
history, and it will he a thousand 
pities if scientific investigation is not 
made before the silvando is added to 
the Hat of dead languages, as assur­ 
edly it will oe within the next tw'o or 
three generations.”—Chicago News.

A northern Minnesota farm er had 
an unusual exhibit of alfalfa at bis 
home state fair this y ea:. and inquiry 
into the case has brought out the 
fact th at he got four cuttings this 
season from his two acre patch, the 
first yielding four tons to the acre, the 
second three, the third two and a 
half tons, aud of the fourth no record 
was kept, as it was saved for the hogs 
and chickens and was not weighed. 
If the last cutting averaged n ton per 
acre It would make the yield per acre 
for the season teu and a half tons. 
The land on which this alfalfa was 
grown has a foot of sandy loam sur­ 
face soil w ith clay beneath. 
The 
ground waft prepared in the fall and 
the seed sown without a nurse crop 
In the spring at the rate of three 
pounds per acre. The field was mowed 
the 1st of July and again the 1st of 
September to dispose of the weeds. 
Another favorable condition was that 
the patch had a southerly exposure, 
which made it warm aud insured ex 
cellent draiuage. 


It Is no exaggeration to assert, said 
an asylum doctor of long and varied 
experience, that there are scores of 
men and women in Insane asylums 
who have literally been sent there 
through excess of Joy. Many of these 
cases which are, in my opinion, the 
saddest of all have come under my 
own observation. 
I remember in the very first asylum 
with which ! was connected one of 
the patients was a strikingly hand­ 
some and very well educated man, 
who was as sane as you or I except 
on one point. He was really a man of 
considerable wealth, hut h|s delusion 
was that he was a pauper, and he 
would tell the most pitiful tales of his 
destitution, begging, with tears in his 
eyes, for a few coppers with w’hieb to 
buy bread. 
According to the story told me, he 
was the only son of a wealthy m er­ 
chant. 
In Ids youth he hud fallen 
among evil companions aud had led 
such a dissolute life that his father 
not only thrt»atened to disinherit him, 
but forbade him ever to enter his 
house again. A fter that lie seems to 
have sunk into the lowest depths of 
poverty until he was glad to earn a 
few coppers 
by 
selling 
papers 
or 
matches in the streets. 
It was at tliis last and lowest stage 
that news came to him th at his fa­ 
ther laid died intestate and th at he 
was heir to all his vast fortune. The 
sudden news completely turned the 
m an’s brain and brought on such a 
condition of excitem ent that he had 
to be sent to an asylum, and when he 
calmed down again lie had lost all 
recollection of ids good fortune, and 
nothing could shake his delusion that 
he was on the verge of starvation. 
Another patient iu the same asylum 
was a young and iu his lucid moments 
a most intelligent fellow’, whose “brain 
was turned,” as the saying is, on learn­ 
ing that he had passed an exam ina­ 
tion. He had sat for the m atriculation 
examination at the University of Lon­ 
don, on passing which he had set his 
heart aud had asked a friend in Lon­ 
don to w’ire the result as soou as the 
names were screened at Burlington 
House. 
About three weeks later came a fa­ 
tal telegram , “Failed—sorry,” w’hich 
sent the young man into the lowest 
depths of despair, for he w’us too old 
to sit again. 
Not many hours later, 
however, 
came 
another 
telegram. 
Passed honors—very sorry crush so 
great did not see name this morning.” 
The revulsion of feeling was so great 
that the student’s reason gave w’ay, 
and he became so violent in his ex­ 
citement that he had to be confined. 
Fortunately he was not wdth us long 
and Is uow’, I am glad to know, doing 
very well as a solicitor. 
Disappointed love sends many people 
to asylums, but it is very seldom that 
success In wooing drives a man mad. 
It had this strange effect, how’ever, on 
one of my late patients. 
The gir* 
e 
loved had gone out to India t* 
.*p 
house for her brother before 
nad 
screwed up his courage to the . oiut of 
proposing to her, but an offer follow’od 
by mail very quickly after her. 
Weeks and months passed and no 
answ er came to the im patient lover 
until, after w aiting two years in de­ 
spair, he became engaged to a girl w’ho 
had nothing hut her money bags to 
recommend her and for w’hom he had 
not a particle of love.

A Good Balancing Trick. 
Everybody has seen the Jugglers In 
a circus spinning plates and even 
dishes on a pointed stick.

rotation is too weak to overcome the 
force of gravity.

Cut a couple of corks down the mid­ 
dle, through the long axes, and in tho 
extrem ity of the four halves thus oh 
tained insert as many forks, inclined 
to the smooth sides of the corks you 
have Just cut at n little less than n 
right angle. 
Place these four corks 
round the rim of 
the (date at equnl 
distances from one another and see 
that the teeth of the forks are in con­ 
tact with the rim to prevent their 
sw’nylng like so many pendulums. 
The little system we have now con­ 
structed Is capable of being balanced, 
even firmly, so to speak, upon the point 
of a needle, whose eye end Is buried 
in the cork of an upright bottle. With 
a little care to prevent the plate slip­ 
ping, you may even cause it safely to 
rotate at a fair rate of speed, w'bieh, 
w’hen once set in motion, will con­

THE QUICKEST WAY. 


How One Might Travel 190 Milss In 
About Ten Minutee. 
It Is estimated that If all mechanical 
difficulties could be removed and auffi* 
clent power developed the minimum 
time In which passengers could be 
transported over the eighty-flve miles 
from New York to Philadelphia would 
he six minutes and forty-four seconds 
and for the 190 miles from Boston to 
New York ten minutes and four sec­ 
onds. 
A correspondent of the Scien­ 
tific American who has been working 
on the prohlem says that the trains 
would have to be run in a vacuum to 
prevent their being heated to Incan­ 
descence by the resistance of the air. 
They would have to be held in sus­ 
pension In the vacuum tube through 
which they traveled, for the slightest 
contact with the sides of the tube 
would result iu enormous 
friction. 
The cars might be held In suspension 
by the propulsion of opposing magnets 
on the cars and on the tubes respec­ 
tively. When thus isolated they could 
be propelled only by the power of 
magnetism. vThe energy consumed Id 
propelling the cars would be compara­ 
tively low. 
To avoid shock or jar the trains 
would travel faster and faster until 
one-half of the distance should be cov­ 
ered and then slow down until the 
destination should be reached. 
When 
the rate of acceleration is Just such as 
can be borne with comfort the limit 
Is attained. The effect on the passen­ 
gers would be a continuous pressure 
against the back of the seat, as when a 
car is started suddenly, for the first 
half of the journey, and then in order 
to prevent thera from pitching out of 
their seats the chairs would be turned 
in the opposite direction for the rest 
of the journey, during which the same 
sensation would in* felt. 
At the speed nntncd the passengers 
would be traveling for each half of 
the distance one-third as fast as they 
could fall through the same space un­ 
der the attraction of gravity.

The Dairy Barn. 
The floor of any cow barn should 
be of cem ent in order to be absolute­ 
ly sanitary. 
Many authorities advo­ 
cate covering the cem ent directly un­ 
der the cow with wood so as to do 
aw ay with the coldness of the cem ent 
jwhich is undoubtedly a liberal con­ 
ductor of both heat and cold. 
‘ 
An excellent plan is to have a shed 
labout thirty-seven feet wide, facing 
(the cows outward. This width permits 
a five foot alleyway in front of each 
icow, with a cement manger or cement 
(feeding floor two feet six ‘inches and 
^landing space of about four feet ten 
(inches to five feet, with gutters four- 
jteen to eighteen inches wide, the re­ 
m aining space being left for a drive­ 
w ay or alley behind the cows. 
This 
gives plenty of room to drive a wagon 
(through, if desired, or to run a litter 
(Carrier. 
The width of your cow stall should 
’be from three feet three inches to 
three feet nine inches, according to 
th e size of your cows. 
One should 
bear in mind that in building a dairy 
barn the secret of sanitation is to elim ­ 
inate everything possible in the barn 
which will take up dust, filth, odors 
and germs.—Kim ball’s Dairy Farmer.

Q uality In Cattle. 
High class animals alw ays have the 
most quality. 
It is shown in a fine, 
silky coat of hair, iii a mellow, elastic 
Skin and in fine bones and neat joints. 
There is lots of difference in the coat 
of hair. 
One cow may have hair that 
is fine and soft and thick. 
There is a 
very fine and close underc oat and then 
(longer, coarser hair. 
Such hair is a 
great protection in winter. 
Other ani­ 
mals. and they are the most common, 
have coarse, long hair. 
Their bones 
are a ls o nicely’ to be big and coarse. 
When an animal lins plenty of quality 
you can easily take the skin in the 
hand between thumb and fingers and 
pull it out from the s id e of the body. 
It will be mellow and roll up some­ 
what in the hand. 
If the cow lacks 
quality ber skin will be thick, tight 
and not easily taken in the hand. Fine 
quality as seen iii the hair, skin and 
bone means with the beef animal that 
when killed there* will be much less 
waste of the carcass than if the con­ 
ditions show lack of quality. 
So also 
the dairy cow with plenty of quality 
is a belter producer of milk than if 
the quality is lacking. C. S. Plumb,

After weaning tin* colt should be kept 
in a well bedded box stall, wit Ii plenty 
of light and ventilation. It should be 
allowed to take plenty of exercise iii 
favorable weather.

cake 
should be fed three times a day. Oats 
are exceedingly fine for making bone, 
and a healthy ration for laying on 
fat is an occasional feed of boiled bar­ 
ley.

“I wish I had all the money I could 
lift!” How many of the thousands 
who make this get-ricb-quick 
wish 
have any idea of the am ount they 
would have if the wish should be 
granted. 
Few name the denomination 
of the money on which they desire to 
test their strength, perhaps believing 
th at their lifting powers would make 
them wealthy no m atter what kind of 
money the) lifted. 
if they were asked how much they 
could lift in silver or small bills the 
m ajority probably would name some 
fabulous 
sum 
which 
investigation 
would show several men could not 
budge. 
In gold or Iu paper money of 
large denor inations the ordinary in­ 
dividual would be able to lift a fair 
sized fortune, but to win a million by 
lifting it in anything less than twenty 
dollar bills would need the strength 
of a veritable Sandow. 
An official of the subtreasury who is 
interested in odd statistics in his de­ 
partm ent was asked how much money 
the average man could lift in the vari­ 
ous denominations of gold, silver and 
paper. 
“Well,” he replied, “a man could 
make money on th at proposition if he 
could get hold of paper money of large 
denominations, but on the smaller bills, 
silver and gold he would not be a 
millionaire by any means. 
“The weight of money is very de­ 
ceptive. 
For instance, a young man, 
a friend of mine, came in to see me 
one day w ith his fiancee. I was sliow- 
ing them through my departm ent and 
asked my friend if he thought the 
young woman was worth her weight 
in gold. He did think so, most em phat­ 
ically, and after ascertaining th at her 
weight was one 107 pounds we fig­ 
ured that she would be worth in gold 
coin 
exactly 
$28,047. 
Her 
fiancee 
thought th at would be pretty cheap. 
“Perhaps more people are deceived 
on the weight of paper money than on 
the metals. 
Now, how many one dol­ 
lar bills do you think would be neces­ 
sary to weigh as much as a five dol 
Jar gold piece?” 
Fifty was ventured as a guess, and 
the statistician laughed. 
“I have had guesses on that all the 
way from 50 to 500,” he said, “and 
some of them from men who have 
handled money for years. 
As a m at­ 
ter of fact 
with a five dollar gold 
piece in out scale you would have to 
put about six and a half bills in the 
other to balance it.” 
lie produced figures to prove th at a 
five dollar gold piece weighed two 
hundred and ninety-six thousandths of 
an ounce avoirdupois. 
An employee 
who makes the new bills up in pack­ 
ages of IOU each said that a hundred 
bills weighed four and one-half ounces 
That would make one bill weigh forty­ 
five thousandths of an ounce, and be­ 
tween six and seven would balance 
the gold piece. 
Figures on the lifting proposition 
were furnished from the departm ent 
where the money is weighed in bags 
as standards. 
The standard amount 
for gold (*om. $5,000, weighs eighteen 
and a half pounds. 
Five hundred si 
ver dollars weigh thirty-five and a half 
pounds, and $200 in half dollars, or 
400 coins, weighs eleven pounds.

by 
selling 
papers 
or 
m atches in the streets. 
It was at tills last and lowest stage 
th at news came to him th at bis fa­ 
ther had died intestate and that he 
was heir to all his vast fortune. The 
sudden new\s completely turned the 
m an’s brain and brought on such a 
condition of excitem ent th at he had 
to be sent to an asylum, and when he 
calmed down again lie bad lost all 
recollection of his good fortune, and 
nothing could shake his delusion th at 
he w'as on the verge of starvation. 
Another patient in the same asylum 
was a young and in his lucid moments 
a most intelligent fellow', whose “brain 
was turned,” as the saying Is, on learn­ 
ing th at he had passed an exam ina­ 
tion. He had sat for the m atriculation 
exam ination a t the University of Lon­ 
don, on passing which he had set his 
heart and had asked a friend in Lon­ 
don to wire the result as soon as the 
names w'ere screened at Burlington 
House. 
About three weeks later came a fa­ 
tal telegram. “Failed—sorry,” which 
sent the young man into the lowest i 
depths of despair, for he w'as too old 
to sit again.

THE QUICKEST WAY. 


How On* Might Travel 190 Miles In 
About Ten Minutes. 
It is estimated that if all mechanical 
difficulties could be removed and suffi­ 
cient power developed the minimum 
time in which passengers could be 
transported over the eighty-flve miles 
from New York to Philadelphia would 
be six minutes and forty-four seconds 
and for the 190 miles from Boston to 
New York ten minutes and four sec­ 
onds. 
A correspondent of the Scien­ 
tific American who has been working 
on the problem says that the trains 
"Quid have to be run in a vacuum to 
prevent their being heated to incan­ 
descence by the resistance of the air. 
They would have to be held in sus­ 
pension in the vacuum tube through 
which they traveled, for the slightest 
contact with the sides of the tube 
would result in 
enormous 
friction. 
The cars might be held In suspension 
by the propulsion of opposing magnets 
on the cars and on the tubes respec­ 
tively. When thus isolated they could 
be propelled only by the power of 
magnetism. The energy consumed in 
propelling the cars would be compara­ 
tively low. 
To avoid shock or jar the trains 
would travel faster and faster until 
one-half of the distance should be cov­ 
ered and then slow dowrn until the 
destination should be reached. 
When 
the rate of acceleration is just such as 
can be borne with comfort the limit 
is attained. The effect on the passen­ 
gers would be a continuous pressure 
against the back of the seat, as when a 
car is started suddenly, for the first 
half of the journey, and then in order 
to prevent them from pitching out of 
their seats the chairs would be turned 
in the opposite direction for the rest 
of the journey, during which the same 
sensation would be felt. 
At the speed named the passengers 
would be traveling for each half of 
the distance one-third as fast as they 
could fall through the same space un­ 
der the attraction of gravity.
